Five  children  bom  during  the  same  week  in  March  1946  and  now 
attending  schools  in  Rutland  havo  been  followed  up  in  connection  with  the 
survey  of  child  hoilth,  growth  and  development,  now  being  carried  out  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Institute  of  Child  Health  (University  of  London)  and 
the  population  Investigation  Committee.  A  detailed  clinical  examination 
was  mado  at  the  school  medical  insoeotion  in  March  1952,  whon  they  were  six 
years  old*  and  a  running  record  of  thoir  health  is  being* obtained  from  special 
school  r.bsonce  rocords  and  from  enquiries  mado  by  the  flehool  Nurse  about 
holiday  sickness,  Tho  children  ooncornod  attended  the  following  Primary 
schools  t  Oakham  (2),  Uppingham,  Essendine  and  Exton  (C,E.).
